COLUMBUS. Ohio.-(/P)-A theory 


that a bomb explosion was responsible 
for the loss of seven lives and injur- 
ies to more than two score of other 
persona and a heavy damage to Ohio's 
new state office building was upper- 
most in the minds of stale, county and 
city officials as they launched an in- 
vestigation into the disaster Friday 
morning. 


Authorities were investigating the 


theft of 300 pounds of high powered 
dynamite from u powder company 
near London, Ohio, last week, in a be- 
lief that it might have been used to 
bomb the six million dollar struc^pe.

• Fire followed in the wake of the 
blast, adding to the 'destruction. 


Aided by county and city author- 


ities, state officials gathered at the 
scene of the blast and opened a probe 
in an effort to determine the cause. 


Workmen 'and fire department of- 


ficials were agreed that .the explosion 
was not caused by natural or sewer 
gas, and some officers expressed the 
belief that a bomb of some sort may 
have spread death nnd destruction in 
the nearly completed white marble 13- 
story structure. 


One fire department official, 
fa- 


miliar with explosives, said it seem- 
ed to him that nitroglcyerinc had been 
set off in the southwest basement of 
the building. 


All the dead and injured were be- 


lieved to be workmen engaged in put- 
ting the 
finishing 
touches on the 


structure. 


More lhan 100 men were 
in the 


building when the blast of an origin 
not lit once determined, ripped upward 
nnd outward from the basement and 
first floor and hurled grcnt slabs of 
white marble into the uir. 


So terrific was the blast that the 


heavy ornamental bronze doors of the 
building were wrenched from their 
hinges and sleel window frames torn 
from flic casings. 


In the wild confusion that followed 


for .several Hours, it could not at once 
be ascertained just to what extent the 
structure was damaged, but workmen 
said it wus "twisted" as high as the 
twelfth floor, while officials making 
u hasty investigation reported that the 
ntcrior of the building seemed entirely 
wrecked,. 


Construction of the imposing cdi- 


ficu has been surrounded by un el- 
most constant pall of labor troubles, 
nnd early speculation on the part of 
meet constant pall of labor troubles, 
and early .speculation on the part of 
some officials was toward the theory 
that a bomb possibly had caused the 
damage. 


F. O. Everett of the Ohio inspec- 


tion bureau, on the scene at once, ad- 
vitnccd the theory that 
sewer gas, 


seeping into the building, hud ac- 
cumulated in the basement and ignit- 
ed. 


Fear of another blast led police re- 


serves to rope off wide areas sur- 
rounding the shattered 
building to 


keep thousands of curious out of the 
way. 


Vivid and horrible pictures of the 


blast were painted by survivors. They 
said the explosion centering n the 
southwest corner of the bulding lifted 
u section of the west wall 25 feet high 
and 200 feet long into the air. Great 
slabs of marble sailed out over the 
Scioto river. The blast was followed 
by dense clouds of smoke, while bil- 
lowed forth from the gaping home and 
shattered windows. 


The building had been a constant 


cause of political and labor bickering 
since it was first thought of in 1913. 
Designed to house all of the offices of 
the state, with the exception of those 
ol the governor's office, adjutant gen- 
eral's department, the 
secretary of 


state, treasury an auditor and the 
various subdivisions of their offices, 
U covered an entire city block. 


Even after the building was auth- 


orized the bickering continued, various 
political factions, contractors and ma- 
terial companies fighting over the pro- 
posed type ol the building.

Pacific company, which is America's 
largest railroad system 
in terms of 


total assets;, Thursday formally as- 
sumed control of the St. Louis South- 
western ruilway, known as the Cotton 
Belt. 


After a meeting of the Southern Pa- 


cific executive committee it was an- 
nounced the company had "Friday fil- 
ed with the interstate commerce com- 
mission at Washington its final accep- 
tance of the commission's order in the 
proceedings instituted by it to ac- 
quire by purchase of capital stock the 
control of the St. Louis Southwestern 
Railroad company. 


The merger represents one of few 


to be consummated 
in the railroad 


field since the World war.1/* As a re- 
sult of its acquisition, Southern Pa- 
cific will add 1900- additional miles of 
lines to its system. The consolidation 
will increase Southern Pacific's assets 
to approximately 52,500,000,000. 


In compliance with the interstate 


commerce commission's provisions laid 
down before the merger could be com- 
pleted, Southern Pacific also agreed to 
give its unrestricted guaranty of an 
$18,000,000 loan which the Cotton Belt 
has asked from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 


Hale Holden, chairman of the South- 


ern Pacific executive committee, "and 
Daniel UpthNegrove, president of the 
Cotton Belt, have recently been con- 
ferring on the transaction. 


'Southern Pacific originally pur- 
chased 87,200 shares of Cotton Belt 
preferred and 42,600 shares of common. 
It also obtained an option on 59,380 
additional shares of preferred and 
24.700 of common. This gave Southern 
Pacific control of 58 per cent of the 
stock.

mission in 1928 as the result of his be- 
lief that in the expansion of indus- 
try, with its new population and, pay 
rolls, lies the future of Arkansas agri- 
culture. 


"I speak of "industry not for indus- 


try's sake, but for the sake of agri- 
culture," Judge Mann said. 


"I am here," he continued, "to r6- 


fute certain propaganda that you en- 
counter about Arkansas. 
' 


Agriculture Limited 


"You hear it said, for instance, thdt 


Arkansas is exclusively an agricul- 
tural state; and people who say that 
generally leave with you the idtja 
that agriculture is the only destiny d,"f 
our state. Well, if we 
grant that, 


thdn we mug/ be prepared to ad,mjt 
that'•>. Arkansas can never occupy. $ 
much 'higher plane'of.prosperity i 
she has at'present! 


"The very nature of agriculture 


gives you ample warning. The more 
farm products we raise, the less money 
we get. That is because of Arkansas' 
limited home market. There are few- 
er persons in Arkansas who are not 
farmers—that is, the kind of people 
farmers might be able to sell their 
goods to—than any other state in the 
Union except two. And the average 
value of products grown by an Ar- 
kansas farm in one year is less than 
the production value in any other 
state bar non. 


"Farming is Arkansas has already 


absorbed all the population it can. 
What is to happen, therefore, to our 
surplus population? 
It is already 


happening. In the 10 years from 1920 
to 1930, there were 78,000 more per- 
sons left Arkansas than entered our 
state. They went away because of the 
limited opportunity for them here— 
and unless, we produce some industrial 
development that calls for wage-earn- 
ers and managers, then the depres- 
sion will be forever with us, who as 
lawyers and doctors and business men 
need a population that can use us, 


"It is obvious, therefore, the cause 


(or our sending out of this state each 
year 395 million dollars for manu- 
factured goods. The* North and East 
arc only too willing for us to remain 
an agricultural state. They would like 
to continue to swap our raw ma- 
terials for their manufactured goods, 
which represent our 
materials and 


their high-priced labor." 


Must Be Developed 


Turning to another

legend about Arkansas, Judge Mann 
said: 


"You 
hear that Arkansas is the 


richest state in the Union in natural 
resources. I grant you this is true— 
but of what use is a natural resource 
unlesr. developed? Oil always lay be- 
neath Union ciunty; but it.never did 
anything for that county's citizens 
until someone came along and devel- 
oped it. 


"You 
also hear that Arkansas is 


primarily an agricultural state because 
it 
ID not geographically located for 


the development of industry. This is 
not true. 


"Look at the may of Eastern Ten- 


nessee, the hot-spot of industrial de- 
velopment the last 10 years. Yet this 
.section hasn't one navigable river, and 
but few of the advantages which Ar- 
kansas has in abundance."

William J. Burns 
Dies Onexpectedly 


Heart Attack Fatal to De- 


tective of Great 


Success v 


SARASOTA, Fla. — $>) — -William 


Burns, whose success'; as a - detective 
was unprecedented hi' the annals'of in- 
ternatiqnal Berime, died at .his winter, 
home.'ief^BujWaay ,nlght of:.a,heart 
attack. He -was '70 years old. 


His career began with the exposure 


Of the Ohio tally sheets fraud in 1885 
and carried him through a series 
of the most important mysteries the 
country ever has'known. 


One of the .outstanding chapters was 


his service as chief of the bureau of 
investigation of the department ol 
justice a period which invloved him 
in the repercussions of the Harding 
administration and the Teapot Dome 
trials. 


In three years in this capacity—1921 


to 1924—while • closely associated with 
his Ohio friend, Attorney General 
Harrey M. Daugherty, Burns organ- 
ized the first nationwide identifica- 
tion bureau, an achievement he re- 
garded as his greatest work. 


Born in Baltimore of Irish parents, 


Burns was taken by his parents at an 
early age to Columbus, Ohio, where 
he was educated and where his father 
became police commissioner. 


His first marked success came with 


the solution of a scries of talley sheet 
iorgerics by' which a group of men 
were accused of trying to place a sen- 
ator in the Ohio legislature. He then 
accepted an invitation to solve a St. 
Louis "arson" mystery. 


At the age of 28, he accepted a po- 


sition with the secret service, op- 
rating from St. Louis. He gained na- 
tional attention in 1896 with the solu- 
tioji of the "Sosta Rican" case in which 
a group of Centaral American revolu- 
tionists were attempting to discredit 
their country and 
gain funds 
by 


counterfeiting in the United States. 


Subsequently he ran 
to earth a 


counterfeiting gang known as the Bill 
Broackaway gang and agroup of cur- 
rency forgers operating from Philadel- 
phia. 


In 1903, he resigned from the secret 


service and went to take charge of 
t'ar western land fraud cases for the 
interior department. 


These swindles, involving millions 


of acres, had baffled investigators un- 
til the Burns inquiry implicated a 
ring of officials in Oregon and Wash- 
ington. 


He then went to San 
Francisco 


where he spent three years in smash- 
ing a regime of graft and corruption. 


Next came one of the most sensa- 


tional of his enterprises, the apprehen- 
sion of the McNamara gang for the 
blasting of the office of the Los An- 
geles Times on October 1, 1910. 


A year earlier he had joined with 


a son in establishing his private de- 
tective agency. He was active in the 
Atlantic City and Detroit graft cases 
in 1912 and had a part in the investiga- 
tion of Herman Rosenthal, New York 
gambler. He was employed in the 
South's most notorious murder case- 
that of Leo Frank in 1914. 


He was in the forefront of the in- 


quiry into the Wall Street explosion 
of 1920 which killed 37 persons.

In Albemarle county, Virginia, lived 


a very prosperous planter by the name 
'of John Clark. John Clark and his 
wife had ample reason to be proud of 
their six sons, Jonathan, George, Rog- 
ers, .Thomas, Benjamin,. James and 
•William, for five of these served as 
officers hi the Revolution. William, 
the' youngest, too young for service 
during the Revolution, was one of the 
leaders of the famous Lewis and Clark 
expedition from 1804 to 1806. 


• During the French and Indian war 
whenv Western1 Virginia was menaced 
by the raiding bands of the enemy, 
JOhn Clark moved his family east- 
ward to Carolina county, Virginia, 
where he had inherited a large estate. 
Here he lived several years. Later 
John and his wife moved to Dobbs 
'county, North Carolina, and it was 
here th> fourth son, Benjamin was 
born January 12, 1758. Being of hearty 
pioneer stock and with Icve for ad- 
venture, Benjamin, like his father, 
moved about quite a bit. When Ben- 
jamin was about one year old the 
family moved to Duplin county, North 
Carolina, where they lived until the 
war. After'the Revolutionary war 
Benjamin Clark moved to Sampson 
county, N. C., later to Edgefield Dist., 
S. C., where he remained for nine or 
ten years; then moved to Logan coun- 
ty, Kentucky, where he lived for 20 
years, then moved to Arkansas coun- 
ty, in the territory of Missouri and 
settled at a place now embraced in 
Hempstead county. In 1826 he moved 
to Sevier county and 1831 moved' back 
to Hempstead county where he lived 
until his death. 


Benjamin Clark entered the service 


of the American forces in 1775 and 
served throughout the Revolutionary 
war with the North Carolina troops 
under the following officers: Capts.

James Ken- 
an Brown and James Moore. He was 
in several skirmishes and in several 
battles, one being on Cape Fear river.

I was taken first, my wrists chained. 


Next came Harold Coy, a teacher of 
old Kentucky lineage, who was beat- 
en on the back. Sam Sandberg, who 
was wounded in France and spent five 
months In a hospital, was given five 
extra lashes because he was older than 
some of us. Leo Gruliow, another 
student, and Isaac Greenbcrg, presi- 
dent of our student body, were last 
to feel the last. 


During the beatings, members of the 


mob seized and read our copies of the 
bill of rights nnd a statement we had 
previously prepared for the governor, 
assuring him of our peaceful inten- 
tions.

If you want to 
mild up some poor land and make it 
real good, grow lespedeza two years; 
ilow it under in the fall of the second 
year and sow hi hairy vetch; turn the 
vetch under the * following 
spring; 


plant to soy beans; turn that crop un. 
Jer in the fall and plant to oats, to be 
followed with cow peas. If followed 
with hairy vetch and turned under 
again in the spring, the land will 
doubtless be worth twice or three 
times what it was in the beginning. 
How'many farmers can afford to adopt 
the policy 'and apply it to a part of 
heir actreage every year, until the 
whole farm is built up to a point of 
high fertility and production? This 
plan is. far tetter than scratching over 
an expanded acreage of worn-out land 
every year trying to make the crop 
yields necessary to meet the require- 
ments. In these hard times, with prices 
of farm products so low and the de- 
mand so poor .there is no surer way 
of building up earnings and assets for 
the future than In the simple process 
of re-building the soil, and making it 
more fertile, productive and valuable, 


against that day when fair prices of 
farm products shall return. An ac- 
cumulation of cattle, hogs, sheep and 
poultry will be helpful in the soil re- 
building program, and some of these 
days there will be an increased de- 
mand for all of these. At that time 
the farmers who have built tip the 
fertility of their lands and have an 
accumulation of salable livestock will 
find themselves in prosperous circum- 
stances. The logic of this is to-create 
during hard times the kind of assets 
that may be readily converted into 
good money in prosperous times. Sup- 
pose the price of hogs should be ten 
qsnts the price of beef cfcDtle 12 
cents and other livestock accordingly 
three years from now, what would il 
mean to the farmer who has none? 
The only way to profit from good 
prices when they come is to have the 
stuff, and the only way to mateS'm' 
ey farming in good times is to have 
the land in such a productive state 
that good crop yields may be made.
